"I  realized  some  time  ago  that  very  little  is  known  about  the 
beginnings  of  literature  for  the  Violin.  My  subsequent  research  in  this 
field  proved  highly  rewarding.  I  discovered  compositions  of  the  earliest 
period  of  real  merit,  some  of  them  of  great  beauty.  Among  them  were 
the  first  compositions  ever  written  for  solo  violin  with  figured  bass  (La 
Romenesca  by  Biagio  Marini)  and  the  first  piece  for  violin  alone 
(Capriccio  Stravagante  by  Carlo  Farina).  I  hope  the  publication  of  this 
group  of  compositions  will  give  others  as  much  satisfaction  as  it  has 
given  me.  I  arranged  the  piano  parts  from  the  figured  basses.  Although 
the  Pugnani  Sonata  cannot  strictly  be  classified  among  the  earliest 
works  for  Violin,  still  I  could  not  resist  including  this  gem."

JOaOK  BULET  stands  today  in  the  front  rank  of  the  world's 
musical  artists,  and  he  can  be  included  in  that  mere  handful 
of  great  romantic  pianists  now  performing  before  the  public, 
Kr.  Bolet  began  piano  studies  in  his  native  Cuba  at  the  age  of 
five  ana  became  a  student  of  David  Saperton  at  Philadelphia's 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music  when  he  was  twelve.  He  was  graduated 
from  Curtis  in  193^  with  top  honors  and  was  the  first  recip- 
ient of  the  Josef  Hofmann  Award  in  1937«  Since  then  Mr.  Bolet 
has  toured  steadily  and  performed  with  the  world's  major  orch- 
estras and  conductors,  and  he  has  played  in  every  musical 
capital . 

Bolet 's  aristocratic  musical  backg'round,  romantic  temp- 
erament and  special  affinity  for  the  works  of  Franz  Liszt  make 
him  a  welcome  artist  on  the  contemporary  concert  platform  for 
he  is  a  genuine  descendent  of  Godowsky  and  Hofmann,  and  the 
logical  successor  of  Horowitz.  A  unique  feature  of  Jorge  Dolet's 
artistry  is  his  capacity  for  perpetual  growth.
